The 
present course of things can only 
mean that the moderates in the 
Free State haye been ‘‘ditched,’’ 
that the republicans are again in 
control, and that they are pre- 
pared to continue indefinitely the 
guerilla warfare of the last two 
years—against both Britain and 
Ulster—rather than accept any 
political status which involves 
recognition of Ireland as part of 
the British Empire.

OILING CRUX OF THE PROBLEM 


The rear wheel bearings of every auto. 
mobile should come In for their share of 
attention periodically , for they must of 
necessity carry the full weight of the rear 
end of the car, On the newer models of 
caro these bearings are made Wp of a num. 
ber of coiled rollers which are held in 
proper relation to one another by a cage 
or retainer, The outer race in which the 
rollers bear is in the wheel, while the inner 
race is a sieeve rigidiy fastened to the 
oxie housing, Both the inner aod outer 
races are hardened and ground. 

Therefore, when new, they present e sur 
face which resembles glass tn {ts smooth- 
hess. The smoothness of these races nat 
urally reduces friction between bearing 
parts to the minimum, but to maintain this 
condition proper care must be given the 
Bearings, 

Oliing Wheel Important 

This care consists simply in properly 
jubricating each bearing and in keeping it 
clean, Being a revolving part, the whee! 
must of course, be more or less free to 
permit it to work, And as driving on any 
road throws up grit, some of this may 
work Into the wheel bearing, If the whee! 
is not grefsed, and If the dirty lubricant 


js not cleaned out at least once a season, a! 


tlestructive action may take place which tn 
time will ruln the bearing races. 

For purposes of strength 
races can not be tempered to the hardness 
of glass throughout; cousequently the glass 
hard working surface {s quite thin. If, 
through abuse, this surface is destroyed, 
the softer inner metal will rapidly be de- 
stroyed, 


This season of the year ts the one tn) 


which the car ts (or showd be) got ready 
for summer use and {js an opportune time 
to examine the bearings. To do this un- 
screw the hub cap and hub cap shell. The 
wheel retaining nut which holds the whee! 
to the axie shaft should be unscrewed after 
having straightened wo the prongs of the 
star retaining washer, which have been 
bent down around the nut.

Must Wash Wheel First 

The first step now is to wash the wheel 
thoroughly. Be particular to clean aly ac- 
cumulated dirt from the tnside of the brake 
drum and from the external and internal 
brake meciianisins, Of course, while the 
whee] is removed the brake bands should 
be relined If necessary 

After cleaning the wheel on the outside, 
lay it on the bench and proceed with the 
ining and examining of the bearing.
